ow can you show a blind child the intricate pat- 
tern of a spider web? How can you explain to 


him the true size of an elephant? How do you teach 
him how an engine works—what a map is—what the 
seal of the United States looks like? 


Mrs. Elizabeth D. Freund has spent a lifetime 


thinking about these problems. Her family has been 
associated with Philadelphia's Overbrook School for 
the Blind for 133 years. Six years ago she told a class 
of younger students at Overbrook a story about a 
mouse. It was a funny story and the children laughed 
at the rhymes and jingles—but when asked how big 
they thought a mouse was, the children's hands indi- 


cated sizes ranging from an inch to five feet. 


Mrs. Freund thought she had a solution. With the 


help of many organizations and people (including 
President Johnson, who sent a stuffed armadillo) 
she opened a Tactile Learning Center at Overbrook. 
It is a "Touch-and-Learn" museum, full of objects 
which the children can handle and gain knowledge 
from. With displays of animals, engines, industries, 
boats, buildings, and many other things, the museum 
gives blind children experiences of things that other 
children can learn about by seeing them. 


Now, if you ask a child at Overbrook how big a 


mouse is, he knows—he has felt one.

'Interview' Lawyer 
When New to You 


Getting a lawyer is like getting a doctor, according to a 
member of the bar. 


With the average family expected to move at least once 


every five years, the problem of selecting a competent pro- 


fessional in a strange community faces mil- 
lions. 


According to Joseph Kelner, president of 


the American Trial Lawyers Association-, an 
individual wants an attorney or doctor who 
is capable and thorough. 


"It is foolish to walk into a lawyer's office 


off the street," Kelner says. When in need 
of legal advice ask others in the community 
to recommend an attorney they find satis- 
factory or one who has a good reputation 


for aiding his clients. 


Another logical step is lo ask the local bar association for 


help. The person describes his needs to the association 
which in turn will recommend more than one attorney in 
the community qualified to handle the problem. 


Many may hesitate to question a lawyer before retaining 


him, Kelner points out, but this is a wise step. Talk with an 
attorney first, he says. When doing this look for a person 
with dignity and sincerity and also ask how much the lawyer 
has done in the type case involved, such as divorce or real 
estate, Kelner advises. Although all lawyers are trained for 
general practice, most specialize today and feel they are 
more equipped to represent clients best in their specialty. 


Don't be embarrassed to ask an attorney to spell out the 


money terms, either, Kelner says. This clears the air for 
the lawyer and the client. 


In most instances, a potential client may discuss his prob- 


lem before retaining the lawyer and not be charged. How- 
ever, if the lawyer is asked for specific advice, then he will 
charge a fee. 


Ask for a specific charge or the basis for charges for an 


attorney's aid. Fees will vary. In criminal cases, the client 
may ask for the total charge. Usually this breaks down to 
a charge before the trial, a per diem charge and additional 
charge for an appeal, if there is one. 


Attorneys will fix a fee for time. There are definite 


charges for drawing a will, for example, and divorce cases. 


In defending certain lawsuits, Kelner points out it is dif- 


ficult to know when the case will end and time charges for 
conferences and meetings should be laid out. 


To eliminate a misunderstanding or make up for poor 


memory, request that all financial requirements agreed upon 
be put in writing. If a lawyer fails to fulfill his obligation, 
then a client is free to terminate the agreement, but he must 
pay the fees for the work done. 


Why all this concern about how to select an attorney and 


learn some insight into charges to expect? 


Eighty per cent of the cases in court today, according to 


Kelner, are injury cases that result from negligence and 
carelessness. Kelner, a specialist and author fn this field, 
estimates that every American is a potential member of the 
injured because of our growing population, traffic and such. 


"You can expect to be injured a minimum of two or three 


times in your life," he says, "and there should be some 
recompense for .injury or death." 


Thus you may need a lawyer's additional help other than 


for drawing wills, settling estates or handling trust funds.

You n e e d not shy away 


from making a tailored coat, 
jacket or skirt. Follow these 
six basic rules: 


1. Cut care- 


fully according 
to y o u r pat- 
tern. 


2. A 1 1 o w 


g e n e r o u s 
seams. T h e y 
r e p r e s e n t 
structural lines 
and a r e the 
s u p p o r t o f 
your garment.

3. Be sure each piece is cut 


on the correct grain of the 
fabric. 


4. Avoid j o i n i n g length- 


wise grains to crosswise or 
bias grains. 


5. Press each seam before 


it joins another. 


6. Test your s t i t c h on a 


scrap of the material. 


Stitches too s h o r t tighten 


the seam, too long cheapen 
the appearance. 


The coat pattern shown can 


be made lined or unlined. If 
you are a beginner, choose 
raglan or kimono sleeves. Set- 
in sleeves require somewhat 
more skill. 


A shows how the shoulder 


seams are p r e s s e d open 
and stitched. Wide side of 


presscr foot serves as a guide 
for even stitching. 


B To apply the front fac- 


ing, 
smooth it out so front 


edges of both are even. Pin 
generously. Stitch as shown, 
a seam distance from the 
edge. Notice how the edge is 
clipped so it cannot be tight. 
Notice Jilso that the facing is 
cut Mi-inch in from the edge. 
This is called "seam blend- 
ing" and is done to avoid bulk 
in the front edge. 


C shows how the edge of 


the hem of the patch pockets 
are s t i t c h e d . With ends 
stitched 
a c r o s s , 
corners 


clipped. 


D shows the hem turned to 


the right side. 


E shows lop stitching on the 


edge—this through both front 
and facing. Because of the 
thicknesses of fabric you may 
need to lengthen your stitch 
slightly so that it will look the 
same as for the armhole. 


F shows pocket stitched to 


position on the coat. Notice 
that you begin stitching at 
bottom of hem, stitch to the 
top pivot, turn stitch around 
the pocket, pivoting at each 
corner, then again at top of 
pocket. This extra stitching 
should.be made exactly on the 
- other stitching. It is used for 
strength rather than show. 


Press carefully, remember- 


ing rule No. 5. Use a damp 
press cloth. Lift your iron. 
Press e v e r y part carefully. 
Place coat on a hanger after 
it is basted together. This will 
help it keep its shape.

'incident" embraces all kinds 
of Viet Cong actions from ran- 
dom outbursts of firing or a raid 
on a peasant family to actual 
military attacks. 


Officials here said that in the 


first week of January there 
were 17 military attacks by the 
Viet Cong but all were below 
battalion strength. In the last 
week of December there were 
25 military attacks on U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces includ- 
ing three of battalion size.

There is a bill under consideration in the

resources. Of course, there is legislation 
already on the books which does so, but 
this one is particularly welcome because it 
concerns highway construction. 


There is only one thing wrong with it. It 


is about five years late. For the Beaverkill, 
that is, 


If you recall the case—and there is hardly 


a true trout fisherman in the East, if not 
the country, who doesn't—it involved high- 
way improvements in the vicinity of the 
Beaverkill which is roughly 100 miles north- 
west of New York City. Two plans were 
offered. One called for bridges—I think it 
was seven—across the Beaverkill. The other 
would not have affected the stream, but its 
cost was greater. Guess which one was 
adopted. 


The engineers decided on the bridges, 


and they are now in the process ot destroy- 
ing a river which is recognized as the birth- 
place of fly fishing in America. As any 
angler knows, once a riser has been tam- 
pered with, it is never quite the same again. 


It's a shame, too, because the Beaverkill 


was everything they said it was. I recall 
vividly one June evening- years back when 
I tied on a wet Iron Blue Dunn and cast a 
long line toward the opposite bank.

One must first have mast-

skiing on packed snow. The 
correct techniques are trans- 
ferable, but because the deep- 
er snow offers more resis- 
tance, there is exaggeration 
of the motions used in turn 
ing. 


First, you should use deep 


powder skis—or soft, flexible 
ones. 


More than ever, the ele- 


ments of parallel skiing help 
you cut easier through the 
snow and maintain, balance. 
The upper body should be a 
little behind the boot rather 
leaning over the boot as in 
skiing on packed snow. 


It is a floating action. You 


must ski slower and smooth- 
er. Any sudden movement or 
changing weight from 
one 


ski to another will plunge you 
deeper into the snow. The up 
and down motion is heavily 
stressed, but at the same time 
the skis are equally weighted 
generally to help you ride the 
surface easier. The skis cut 
through the snow as if they're 
a single board.

Peace Moves 
Make Red 
China Rage

peace scare. 


Evidently Peking dismisses as 


empty propaganda the sugges- 
tions from Soviet bloc Commu- 
nists that if the United States 
intensifies the war in Viet Nam, 
the Soviet Union will introduce 
significant escalation of its own. 


Peking has weighed the evi- 


dence and expressed the convic- 
tion that Soviet words are not to 
be trusted. By implication, Red 
China accused Moscow of col- 
luding with the Americans in a 
search for a road to negotia- 
tions. 


The timing of a recent Peking 


blast reflects the Red.''Chinese 
leadership's 
attitude 
toward 


Soviet moves. On the day that 
Alexander N. Shelepin and his 
delegation arrived in Peking en 
route to Hanoi, People's Daily 
printed a long tirade against the 
United States and its motives in 
continuing a pause in the bomb- 
ing of North Viet Nam. 


When there was a bombing 


pause last May, 
it recalled, 


ther ewere "murmurs f r o m 
among the modern revisionists'" 
—meaning the Soviet leaders- 
thai the suspension was too 
short and "the trick had not 
been very well played." 


Now, it continued, "the John- 


son administration appears to 
be taking the advice of these 
people." 


Evidently "these people" in- 


cluded not only advisers in 
Washington, but those same 
"modern revisionists." 


The paner, which is the offi- 


cial voice of the Chinese Com- 
munist party, then presented 
this as evidence against the 
Russians: 


"In pursuing its 'peace talks' 


hoax, the Johnson administra- 
tion places special hopes on the 
Khrushchev 
revisionists 
and 


their followers. It began the, 
'pause in bombing' on Dec. 24, 
and on the same day its ambas- 
sador in Moscow, Foy D. Koh- 
ler, called on Sovtet Vk»e For- 
eign Minister V.V. Kuznetsov. 


"Three days later, it pub- 


lished its '14-point" proposition" 
—the American terms for peace 
talks with North Viet 
Nam. 


"The next day the Soviet Union 
announced that 
a 
delegation 


headed by Shelepin would visit 
Viet Nam. Then on Dec. 29, the 
senior U.S. officials began their 
travels overseas as salesmen 
for the 'peace talks' scheme. On 
the same dav, Kohler called on 
Nikolay V. Podgomy, president 
of the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet of the U.S.S.R." 


The paper quoted comments 


abroad to show that the Soviet 
and American actions mieht 
have "common features." and 
that "before takine the decision 
that Shelepin should visit Hanoi, 
the Soviet Union obviously was 
tipped off in one form or anoth- 
er by the United States about 
the pause in its bombing."

heavy pressure on North Viet 
Nam's Communist leadership 
from both Moscow and Peking.
